Bince my last report was issued, the market 
continued quiel, with practically next to noihing 
doing, the only topic of interest amongst the 
trade in general being the probabilities of the 
coming crop, which from -présént appearances 
are veryencouraging, The ‘next feature of 
interest will be the so-called estimate of ‘the 
. size of the new crop, which will be given. tothe 
public within the next ten to fourteen days, and 
is eagerly awaited, as (hese reports are'undoubt- 
edly deserving of great attention, and have been 


: proved ig the past in a country ‘tike China 


_ where statistics are tacking ,sboul the best guide 
to the size of the Cp. Unluckily each season
